Days of °47 parade draws 60,000 to celebrate Pioneer Day

SALT LAKE CITY — Thousands 
of residents across the state gathered 
for parades, fireworks and marathons 
to mark Utah’s Pioneer Day, com- 
memorating the arrival of the state’s 
first settlers. 

The Days of "47 Parade, with more 
than 130 entries and 55 floats, kicked 
off the festivities on Wednesday. 

The parade drew more than 60,000 
people. some coming with sleeping 
bags and blankets to begin staking out 
their spots along Main Street the 


night before. 


Among the winning floats was the 
Magna Utah Central Stake. which 
received the Brigham Young Award 
for the best depiction of a religious 
theme. 

The Centennial Award for the float 
denicting this year’s parade theme, 
“Still the Right Place.” went to Super 
Target. The Days of “47 Sweepstakes 
for the most beautiful float was 
awarded to West Vailey City. 

LDS Church President Brigham 
Young and other pioneers first 
arrived in the Salt Lake Valley on 
July 24.

Utahns probably don t need to 
worry about nuclear war breaking 
out anytime in the near future — but 
they will have to deal with nuclear 
materials going through the state. 

Thousands of shipments of nucicar 
waste are set to go through Utah 
over the next 35 years en route to the 
New Mexico Waste Isolation Pilot 
Plant, a 16-square-mile underground 
nuclear waste facility near Carlsbad. 


Even more waste will come 


through Utah on its way to Nevada's 
Yucca Mountain puctear waste 
dump. 

The New Mexico aw will be 


the disposal site for 40,000 ship- 
ments of waste left over from 
decades of nuclear research and 


nuclear weapon production. The 
waste will come from 10 major 
Energy Department sites across the 
United States from Washington to 
South Carolina. 

The nuclear material will be trans- 


ported in double-walled stainless | 


steel containers, designed to handle a 
30-minute fire of 1.475 degrees, an 


immersion in 50 feet of water for 


eight hours, or a drop of 30 feet.

BUJUMBURA, Burundi — 
Burundi’s Tutsi-led army staged an 
apparent coup against the Hutu presi- 
dent, who fled to the U.S. ambas- 
sador’s residence and urged his coun- 
trymen Wednesday not to yield to 
attempts to seize power by force. 

President Sylvestre Ntibantunganya 
took refuge at the residence of U.S. 
Ambassador Morris Hughes late 
Tuesday after Tutsi paratroopers sur- 
rounded government buildings in the 
capital, Bujumbura. 

He faced more pressure Wednesday 
from a Tutsi-dominated political 
party, which called for his ouster. 
Foreign diplomats, speaking on condi- 
tion of anonymity, said it was unlikely 
Ntibantunganya would remain in 
power. 

“The president feared for his life and 
his own security forces were not 
responding to his requests,” said 
Mames Bansubibko, a close adviser to 
the president. “He is staying with the 
U.S. ambassador to make sure he is 
not going to be killed.”

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Terr orists bomb train, kill 54 in Sri Tanke 


“COLOMBO, Sri Lanka — Two bombs ripped through separate cars of a 
commuter train Wednesday, leaving bodies, briefcases and other debris scat- 
tered in the wreckage. At least 54 people were killed and more than 350 
wounded in the attack blamed on Tamil separatist rebels. 

It was the worst terrorist attack on the Sri Lankan capital since a Tamil Tiger 
suicide bomber devastated Colombo’s commercial district in January, killing 
88 people. 

The bombings occurred as 2,000 Sri Lankan army reinforcements reached a 
major military base in the northeast, where the government had just suffered 
one of its worst defeats in 13 years of civil war. 

Of the 1,200 soldiers who had been manning the base when rebels seized it 
last week, the reinforcements found only 11 survivors hiding in a well, military 
officials said. 

«Attacks on both military and civilian targets in onc week showed the Tigers 
are not backing down, despite several months of government victories that had 
given some Sri Lankans hope the war was ending. 


LDS Church and ISU swap land, face lawsuit 


POCATELLO, Idaho — An attorney for Idaho State University will seek dis- 
missal of a new lawsuit filed over a land trade between the school and The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

“We don’t believe the complaint has merit, or that the allegations are factual- 
ly correct,” said Boise attorney Don Lojek. 

ISU has been working for years on a trade involving school property and the 
old LDS Institute on campus. After the swap was approved by the state Board 
of Education, groundbreaking was June 26 for construction of a new LDS 
Institute. 

The lawsuit claims that the land the church received is in a highly desirable 
location. By allowing an LDS Institute to be built there, the school in essence 
is promoting the LDS Church, the lawsuit alleges. 

1SU President Richard Bowen and LDS Church President Gordon Hinckley 

were among those named as defendants.

The U.N. Security Councii said 
Wednesday its 15 members “strongly 
condemn any attempt to overthrow 
the present legitimate government by 
force.” 

In Washington, State Department 
spokesman Nicholas Burns said, “The 
United States will not, under any cir- 
cumstances, tolerate a government 
installed by force or intimidation in 
Burundi.” 

Another U.S. official said he 
believed Ntibantunganya would flee 
Burundi for Tanzania, but Burns said 
he was not aware of the president’s 
plans. 

In a phone call to Burundi Radio, 
Ntibantunganya told Burundians not 
to support the coup attempt. 

“Tgnore politicians who aim to 
plunge our country into chaos by 
seeking to overthrow our current lead- 
ership institutions,” he said. 

In a tape-recorded message released 
earlier to the BBC, Ntibantunganya 
said it didn’t matter that he was not in 
the presidential palace. What was 
important, he said, was that he was 
still in the country. 

“A person making decisions had to 
do it in a quiet, secure place,” 
Ntibantunganya said. 

Ntibantunganya met Wednesday 
with Hughes, the U.S. ambassador, to 
determine his next move. Late 
Tuesday, the usually tight security 
around the capital was heightened.

— to slide past her and into the all-around with the 
third U.S. spot.

The medical commission announced 
its decision after hearing the athlete 
and representatives of the Cuban 
national Olympic committee and the 
international judo federation.

Car, bus crash 
jostles kayaker 
from Antigua 


ATLANTA — An Olympic kayaker 
from Antigua was slightly injured 
Wednesday when the bus taking com- 
petitors from the rowing venue back 
to the athletes’ village was involved in 
an accident with a car, authorities 
said. 

It was believed to be the first acci- 
dent involving injuries connected 
with the Olympic transport system, 
which has been harshly criticized for 
its inefficiency and inexperienced dri- 
vers. 

Heidi Lehrer, an entry in women’s 
kayak from Antigua, was treated and 
released at Northeast Georgia Medical 
Center in Gainesville, Ga., hospital 
officials said. 

The athlete complained of back pain 
and was taken to a hospital for X- 
rays, said Laurie Olsen, a spokes- 
woman for the Atlanta Committee for 
the Olympic Games. 

Olsen said the athlete was the only 
person aboard the bus at the time of 
the collision who complained of pain 
following the accident, which took 
place near the rowing venue at Lake 
Lanier, about 55 miles northeast of 
Atlanta.

in May. An Australian tribunal last 
week cleared the runner, citing possi- 
ble flaws in the drug-testing proce- 
dures. 

Bevilacqua twice tested positive for 
the banned stimulant ephedrine in 
May. The Italian national federation 
backed her defense that she took the 
substance unwittingly in a Chinese 
herbal product. IAAF rules mandate a 
four-year ban for steroid use and a 
three-month ban for stimulants. 

IAAF spokesman Georgio Reineri 
said the 27-member council has two 
options: submit the cases to arbitra- 
tion or ban the athletes under “excep- 
tional circumstances.” 

If the council decides for arbitration, 
the hearings won’t be held until after 
the Olympics and the athletes will be 
free to compete in Atlanta. If the ath- 
letes are found guilty and suspended 
after the games, their Olympic results 
would be wiped off the books retroac- 
tively.

ATLANTA — Luck of the Irish? 
Swimmer Michelle Smith, Atlanta’s 
irst and least likely triple gold medal- 
st, already has it. America’s 
avorite swimmer, Janet 

ivans, and its new sweet- 
eart, gymnast Kerri Strug, 
ire hoping for a bit of it, too. 

Smith, who’s won Ireland’s 
irst, second and third swim- 
ning golds ever in a head- 
urning performance, topped 
he list of Wednesday win- 
hers at the Summer Games with her 

ictory in the women’s 200-meter 
individual medley. 

She wasn’t alone. Barcelona gym- 
nastics star Vitaly Scherbo took an 
inspirational bronze, Russian swim- 
mer Denis Pankratov set a world 
record in the 100-meter butterfly, 
America’s swimmers collected their 
eighth gold medal, and the U.S. base- 
ball and softball teams romped. 

Smith, whose sudden surge from 
obscurity has prompted allegations of 
drug use, was asked about that 
Wednesday. “No,” she replied. “I 
have never used performance-enhanc- 
ing drugs.” Then she smiled. 

Meanwhile, much of the attention 
focused on two who waited and 


wished: Evans, competing in her last 
Olympics, and Strug, whose coura- 
geous performance still resonated a 
day later. 

Evans, the four-time gold medalist, 
qualified for the finals of 
the 800-meter freestyle, 
and will compete for 
another Atlanta Games 
gold today. If she wins, she 
ties Bonnie Blair’s mark of 
five gold medals for a U.S. 
woman Olympian. 

Evans failed -to 

qualify in Monday’s 400- 

meter freestyle, forcing her to wait 

two days for the 800-meter heats. 

Evans, with four golds and one silver 

in two previous Olympics, finished 
sixth overall to make the 800. , 

It’s not clear when the 18-year-old 
Strug will be back. Her valiant vault 
on an injured ankle made her an 
instant hero and helped earn an 
unprecedented U.S. gymnastics team 
gold, but she said two torn ligaments 
would keep her from competing in 
this week’s all-around competition. 

She’s wishing for a chance at com- 
peting Sunday and Monday in the 
individual events finals. If not, Strug 
will leave Atlanta with memories of 
her leap of a lifetime, already 
replayed endlessly, and the gold 


medal that came with it. 

The U.S. baseball team, heading 
toward an eventual showdown with 
defending gold medalist Cuba, won 
15-3 over Italy to run its Olympic 
mark to 3-0. Cuba is the only other 
team without a loss in the round-robin 
tournament. The Americans hit four 
homers Wednesday, two by outfielder 
Mark Kotsay. 

The powerhouse U.S. softball team 
continued its impressive roll through 
the first-ever Olympic competition in 
its sport. Lori Harrigan threw a two- 
hitter as the Americans posted their 
third shutout in four games. 

The Americans, seeking a fifth day 
of dominance at the pool, were shut 
out in three races before capturing the 
women’s 400-meter medley relay. 
The U.S. swimmers medal count: 8 
gold, 8 silver, 2 bronze. 

At press time, the Americans contin- 
ued to lead in the overall medals race 
with 28 (10 gold, 14 silver, 4 bronze). 
Second was Russia with 23 (11-7-5), 
followed by France (6-3-7) and China 
(5-5-6) with 16 apiece. 

The rest of Wednesday’s results 
were a mixed bag for the Americans. 

Light heavyweight boxer Antonio 
Tarver defeated Russia’s Dmitry 
Vybornov with a performance so list- 
less even the U.S. fans booed. The 


Gymnastic training called child abuse

BOSTON — Turning adolescent 
girls into Olympic gymnasts involves 
so much nonstop training, so many 
injuries and such intense social isola- 
tion that it can amount to child abuse, 
a team of doctors contends. 

The physical stamina and stoicism 

drilled into these young athletes was 
eikinely obvious inthe sues. 
women’s gold-winning team perfor- 
mance Tuesday, when Kerri Strug 
nailed her final vault with two torn 
ligaments, then collapsed in pain. 

“Everyone else had put so much 
time and sacrifice into it,” Strug said 
afterward. “I couldn’t give up.” 

Such heroics make for instant sports 
legends, although competing with 
pain is common for the world’s top 
athletes. What doctors worry about 
more are the years of unrelenting 
training some girl gymnasts endure to 
reach the Olympics. 

The issue is frequently discussed 
among coaches and parents. A book 
on the subject, Joan Ryan’s “Little 
Girls in Pretty Boxes,” was published 
recently. 

In a new report published today, 
experts on the physical and mental 


complications of athletics warn 
against pushing youngsters to be 
champions, citing hazards such as eat- 
ing disorders, skeletal damage, and 
even psychological damage from try- 
ing to make prepubescent girls look 
SEXY. 

“At its worst, the sport can result in 
serious, life-endangering physical and 
emotional disabilities,” they wrote in 
the New England Journal of 
Medicine. 

Not everyone agreed. Dr. Dan 
Benardot of Georgia State University, 
the U.S. gymnastic team’s nutritionist, 
dismissed the report as “old stuff, 
dredged up.” 

He said the growth and health of 
U.S. women gymnasts are monitored 
closely, and they are older and larger 
than their chief international competi- 
tors. 

“Some of the other teams look 
cadaverous, compared to us,” 
Benardot said Wednesday. “Our girls 
look like norinal kids.” He noted that 
one of the U.S. women, Shannon 
Miller, has grown six inches and 
gained 35 pounds since the last 
Olympics. 

One author of the latest report, Dr. 
lan R. Tofler, a child psychiatrist at 


Louisiana State University, said inter- 
national sporting organizations, ths 
news media and the public share 
responsibility for overtraining girl 
gymnasts. 

But Tofler said blame primarily lies 
with parents who push pre-teens to 
train 40 hours a week and send them 
off to live with coaches, perhaps 
because they live vicariously through 
the youngsters’ successes. 

Such intense exercise can delay or 
stop menstruation, inhibiting bone 
formation and leading to fractures. 
Also, repetitive stress on the develop- 
ing skeletal system can cause an accu- 
mulation of small physical injuries 
that result in permanent harm or 
deformity. Meanwhile, the highly reg- 
imented life can isolate a child so she 
misses chances for social develop- 
ment, and it can impede her ability to 
think or act independently. 

“We are doing them a disservice. In 
some ways, we are abusing them,” 
said another author, Dr. Barri Katz 
Stryer of the University of California 
at Los Angeles. She was herself a 
gymnast and remembers friends com- 
peting with injuries, becoming 
anorexic and going to live with 
coaches.

Dearden was among officials visit- 
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ing Atlanta in preparation for Utah’s 
2002 Winter Games and returned to 
Utah on Monday. 

“I’m glad we have six years to 
plan,” he said. “There are a few 
glitches in Atlanta we can learn 
from.” 

For example, he said, he was sur- 
prised that the Atlanta Committee for 
the Olympic Games (ACOG) had 
hired 17-year-olds as security guards 
for some venues instead of using 
Atlanta police, Georgia State police, 
National Guard members or volunteer 
police from other agencies across the 
country. 

“You're seeing inexperienced peo- 
ple in some sensitive areas, who don’t 
have the experience and the training 
for simple crowd control,” Dearden 
said, 

On the plus side, Dearden said, he 
was impressed with the city’s efforts 
to control traffic by using video cam- 
eras to monitor key arteries. 

Dearden also noted that the sheer 
size of Atlanta’s games created some 
of the problems that Utah likely can 
avoid. 

The 2002 Games will number about 
6,000 athletes, compared to 12,000 in 
Atlanta, he said.
